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This booKlet provides current information about 
opportunities for study, teaching, research, travel, and work abroad. 
A reference source, the booklet does not answer specific questions, 
but refers persons to the most appropriate sources of assistance. 
Information is included on programs administered by the Division of 
International Education; by the Office of Education: by other 
federal, state, or local agencies: or by a wide variety of private 
institutions and organizations. There are six parts to the booklet. 
Part 1 briefly describes some of the major public and private 
organizations and agencies helpful to those thinking about 
undertaking an educational experience abroad. In Part 2,- "Study 
Abroad," the private organizations that conduct summer, semester, 
academic, and one year exchange programs for high school students are 
described. Ways to evaluate overseas study travel programs are 
examined, in Part 3.

2. Study Abroad 

Credits for studies imdertaken at a foreign 
inslituiion may not be readily transferable for 
degree credit at a U.S. institiilion. l Uc term "ac- 
crediiaiion" as it is understood in the United 
Slates is not used abroad. The responsibility for 
evaluating studies conjpleteu abroad, therefore, 
rests with the U.S. institution or organization 
from which a student will be requesting credit 
when he or she returns home. 

For this reason, a student contemplating study, 
either independently at a foreign school or in a 
U.S. college-sponsored program abroad, should 
check well ni advance of departure with the home 
institution (or other organization from which he 
or she will be requesting credit) regarding the 
acceptance and eimluation that will be given his 
or her overseas studies. ^

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3. How to Evaluate Overseas Study* 
Travel Programs 

No agency of tlie Fedt'ial Government can 
accord official recognrrion of overseas stiidy-travel 
programs.^Tlie following .guidelines are pro- 
vided, however, to lieJp evaluate the praciiies of 
organizations sponsoring such programs. 

A. Know the Sponsor <| 

Any reputable organi2ation offering a study^ 
travel tour wants to maintain and build its repu- 
tation. It therefore stands ready to answer legiti- 
mate inquiries from prospective clients, S(5rund. 
basic advicd is: Be skeptical; ask questions; do not 
enroll or pay a deposit until satisfied. 

Sometimes the name of the organisation pro- 
moting a study tour differs from that of the 
organization bearing legal responsibility for the 
conflu^ of the program. The legally responsible 
organizaiion may be a school, an individual, a 
small company incorporated for pcofit, a non- 
profit agency, or a large corporate conglomerate. 
Commercial travel agencies oftenUake responsi- 
bility only for transposition, leaving the study 
program to another agqricy, sometimes outside 
the United States. 

Confusion can develop l)eraiise the title used * 
may differ from the name of the real sponsor. 
Sponsoring organizations may be checked by: 

• Carefully reading the aclvertisements -to 
determipe how long the organization has 
been- offering stii^ily-tours, the amoiint of 
direct supT*rvision it exerc ises abroad, and

It might be 
difficult or impossible to protect the legal 
interests of a U.S. citizen in a dispute with a 
foreign organization unless it maintains 
some form of official vepiesentation in the 
United States that would be responsible 
under U.S, laws.

B. Look Up the Sponsor's Finances ^ 

Financial aspects are important/ even though 
more than money is invested in overseas 
programs. Inquiries to the local Better Business 
Bureau, to the Institute of International Educa- 
tion, to the Council on International Educational 
Exchange, etc.. may provide useful information 
about the organization under consideration.

• 1 low private homes are selec ted. The better 
programs have lisis of appropriaie lamilies 
(not merely boarding houses). 
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• Whai classrooms, library, aiul study lai ili- 
ties will be available. 

• What provisions arc made for transporia- 
lion il students are boused beyond walking 
distance of classrooms or otiier assembly 
points. 

E. Compare Participants' and wSponsors' Ob- 
jectives 

Individuals sliould evaluate their own reasons 
for wanting to participate in a study-travel 
' program in relation to the purpose stated in 
promotional materials from the sponsor. Such 
n)aterials should clearly indicate which types of 
activities are to receive primary emphasis, such as: 

• Travel and sightseeing. 

• Foreign language learning. 

• (Cultural contact, such as substantive art, 
music, architecture, or archaeology tours. 

• Study in a specific field oi area, with 
reading, exercises, and discussions profes- 
sionally administered and validateil by tests 
and reports. 

The activities plannetl should seem relevant to 
the announced objectives. WelUplannetl conduct- 
ed tours of other countries can be highly educa- 
tional, and homesiays with families in other 
countries can lx» an enriching experience; these 
activities, however, do not constitute a study 
program. 

F* Ch^ck Adequacy of Orientation 

Persons travelling abroad for the first time will 
\yc confronteu wiUi the neeil for information con- 
cerning desirable clothing; immuni/ations; cus- 
toms, visa, and immigration protedures; and 
orientation to another culture. 
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Students should deiermine: 

• The assisuuue o be given by (he sponsor. 

• The extent ol orientation lo be provided by 
tlie sponsor. 

• The'cxtent to which the sponsor provides 
access lo selected reading materials and 
other information. 

G. Critically Review the Program of Study 

Soive announcements iniply that study ai 
foreign schools or universities will be under 
niaster teachers or university professors, experi- 
ence has shown that, in some instances, students 
on summer trips may Ix' enrolled in special 
courses for foreigners or they may be taught by 
specially hiied iniitructors in otherwise empty 
schools or universities. The experience may be 
devoid of any int/rcultural contact other than that 
provided by the presenc e of a foreign instrui lor. 
Students should know: 

• The exact c alendar and time sc hedule ol the 
stutly-tiavel tour. 

• The language of » instruction and the 
linguistic rei]uirements lc')r participation in 
ct)urses. 

4' The courses that are offered. 

• The relati^uiship between tours and com ses. 

• The academic and attendance control over 
the program. 

• I he qualifications of the instrucums. 

• The ciualifitations and experience ol tlie 
direc toi in residence, whetheraciti/enof the 
United States or die host tountry. 
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The siyle of learning ai most S(h(x>ls abroad 
lends lo follow a more rigid pattern than in the 
United States. Students should be prepared to 
adjust to a teacher-centered, lecture type of 
instruction, which often does not provide the 
opportunity to ask questions or participate in 
seminar-type activities. This condition may be 
partially offset if the teachers atronipany their 
classes during related field trips. 

The study phase of some study-travel tours 
offers liule more cultural contact than might be 
arranged in a stateside classroom. The prograu) 
should be examined with (are and additional 
information requested where needed. 

H. Inquire About Staffing 

Study-tour organizations must depend upon 
short-term employees to fill the roles of director, 
teacher, and chaperone. Students should deter- 
mine: 

• Whether the tour director is carefully select- 
ed and likely to understand and work 
effectively with U.S. suidents. 

• Whether the tour director is familiar with 
the countries to be visited— their cultures. 
language(ri), and customs, 

• Whether die teachers and ( luiperones who 
accompany the group are chosen on the 
basis of their suitability for this denianding 
assignment. Staff selection should not be 
based solely on the number of students they 
recruit for a trip. 

• Whether foreign teachers have been selected 
on the basis of professional conipeteiue. 
experience, and ability to work with the age 
group to be served. 

• rhe extent lo whi( h the lour s( hediile pro- 
vides for (oiuinuous ac cess loehaperones by 
younger participants. For exaniple. pareiUs 
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of elementary and sc'condaiy school age 
sludenls might recjuire ( larificalion of a 
statement that participants will have large 
segments of "free lime" lo explore i!)e for- 
eign culture. The different ruslonis, the 
culture shock, even homesirkness, \\n\y 
greatly inc rease the need for the presenc e of a 
wise and understanding counselor, not 
nierely a "chaperone." 

!. Ask About the Student Selection Procedure 

The adet|uac y of the sludeni selec lion process is 
one important indic ator of the* mciil of ihelouras 
a worthwhile eclueational/iravel experienc e. The 
sludeni should examine promotional materials 
for: 

• Appropriate language* reciuirenums. 

• Age levels ac c eptecl. 

• Ix'liers of general recommendation rc*c|uirecl. 

• School recommendations recjuiied. 

A substantial nonrefundable registration fee 
rec|uiiecl with the application may be eviclenc c* ol 
an inaclec|uate selection process. However, most 
programs legitimately collect a nioclest nonre- 
fundable.deposit to cover administrative costs and 
to limit the nmnber of costly last-niinute can- 
cellations.
